Highlights from the February Meeting: 


After attempting to receive an SSTV transmission from the International Space Station 
during a pass over Indiana, Club President David Spoelstra, N9KT, called the meeting to 
order at 7:45. There were approximately 40 in attendance. Even though the ISS 
evidently wasn’t transmitting, since it was a clear evening, we were able to see the ISS in 
the sky! David asked for a volunteer for a “new ham greeter”. There were a couple of 
guests present, the Hoffmans, who are interested to see what ham radio is all about. 
David announced the request for volunteers for the Mini Marathon. David talked about 
the duties of race volunteers and told a story of last year where he and Jim saved a guy 
having a heart attack by getting medical assistance to him. Contact Mike Palmer, 
N9FEB, to volunteer. There was discussion regarding the upcoming Hamvention, May 
17 through 19 at Xenia, Ohio. Carl Ashmore, KC9EVI, said he would be willing to drive 
his van to Xenia on any or all of the days of the Hamvention if others would like to ride 
with him. More information below. David took a poll to see how many present were 
interested in the club securing a bus to go to Xenia. Based on cost estimates gathered 
from a few bus companies, the cost would be around $45 per person Only two of those 
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present expressed interest. Based on that response, the club will not be reserving a bus 
for the Hamvention. 


David went over the upcoming meeting topics:

June 14: Auction 


Jim, K9RU and David, N9KT represented the Ivy Tech club (W9IVY) at a club callout 
event at the school. They had 12 students at the event that signed up, and another 11 
have since expressed interest. David went over our normal outreach including talking to 
new hams at VEC sessions, and mailing letters to new hams. Next David summarized 
our current budget numbers. We’re currently in the black! 


David showed the picture he downloaded earlier in the day from an ISS pass. He 
accomplished this with a handheld radio and smart phone app. 


Next, Jeff, N9NIC, Dave, NIRF, and Jace, KD9BIG gave a presentation about a plan for 
the future of the club, to grow membership, interest, and sustainability. Among the key 
points were to cultivate outreach and generate interest to the general public through 
things such as casual operation on the old Washington Street Bridge over White River, 
and other public locations. Jeff talked about the plan for Field Day on the IMS “Coke 
Lot”. Weekend License classes. Establish an “Elmering” group of experienced operators 
to help others with problems or answer questions. This is a four-step continuing plan. 
Carl, KC9EVI wondered if there would be interest in an additional monthly meeting to 
help new members with technical questions or problems. 


Next, the members that brought in old radio gear gave short presentations about what 
they brought in. John, WBOHTP had an extensive collection of radios from his past, 
including his first razor blade receiver. Jerry, WX9S, Jim, K9ORU, Dave, K9ORTT, Mike, 
WA9YFDO, and Ron, WB9DKL gave some information about the items they had brought 
in to show. The meeting was adjourned at 9:20 pm.
